We know from experience th at it is almost impres­ 
sible to get precinct election officers who will even try to 
carry out the law. They simply persist in doing the thing < 
they think ought to be done, regardless of the law. We are 
convinced there is a good deal of crookedness in Oklahoma 
elections, but this crookedness is usually confined to the 
primaries. We have a registration law, which is openly vio­ 
lated in every precinct of the state at every election, but the 
Luther Langston bill would not correct this situation. The bill 
is not written for the purpose of making such correction. It is 
a bill seeking to control the election machinery, not to reform 
it.— Okmulgee Democrat.
